Editors of the Gazette .-—Having no 


ticed in your valuable paper an account o 
tho grand reception of the 13th Veteran 
Regiment on their return to your city, ant 
read the speeches made by your citizens on 
that occasion, and also remarks made on 
former occasions, published in your paper, 
giving tho oldsoldiers who answered to the 
first call of their country and entcrnd tho 
service without pecuniary inducements, 
great credit for their patriotism and great 
assurances of tho regard and esteem in 
which they wore held at homo, I cannot 
refrain from taking a look on tho other 
sido of tho question. It is Haid (and that 
truly) that " actions speak louder than 
worda," and when city, town or county 
organizations moot and voto a tax upon 
these samo old soldiers to pay bounties fur 
the purpose of procuring men to fill their 
quotas, and save themselves from draft, It 
shows plainly how much they care for jus- 
tice and the rights of old soldiers in the 
field, and I should like to ask thoso men, 
through the medium of j'our paper, what 
right they Imte to vote money out of the 
pockets of old aoldicra to pay such fabu- 
lous bounties to now recruits? 


I know a man in tho 13th regiment who 


has been two andja half years in tho army, 
and left a family at home. His family havo 
received but twenty dollars State, and no 
town or county bounty. That same man 
received a letter from homo, to-dny, asking 
him to send homo money to pay his town 
bounty tax.

From an articla under tho above caption 


in the Now York Tribune, \\ a make the 
following statistical extract, which will bo 
road with interest: 


" Tho total number of deaths in New 


York—meaning Manhattan Island only— 
during the last ten years was 225,416, an 
average per year of 22,511, and per week 
of 4l4,0<i. The year of greatest mortality 
was 1834, when the deaths wero 20,9o3 ; 
tho least mortality was in 1836, being 20,- 
202. 
In 18C3 it was 23,190. In tho sum- 


mer of 1838 tho average weekly mortality 
was, in June, 367,77 ; in July aud August, 
030,22 each. Last year in June the week- 
ly average wan 3'.H),4l; inJuly,f>96; in Au- 
gust, 759,3.3. Of children under one year of 
age, 03,480 have died in ten years—a yearly 
average of 6,548, and a weekly of 106,70. 
Tho smallest number was 5,720, in 1802; 
tho largest 7,551, in 1854, when cholera in- 
fatitum prevailed. Liistycar.it was 0,118. 
In tho Summer of 1858, 134.75 died 
weekly in Juno, 289,33 in July, and 280,- 
85 in August. It 1863,100 died weekly in 
June, 213,11 in July, and 228,66 in Au- 
gust. In 1834, 550 deaths took place in 
August; in 1863, 540 in July, and 694 in 
August. In 18CO, out of 81,274 deaths in 
tho United Status under one year of nge, 
6,087 wero in Now York alono. In tho 
Stnto of Massachusetts, thcro were, in 
I860, 7,710 deaths of children under fivo 
years of ago, and 21,304 in all; iu this 
State, 18,900 under five, nnd 40,831 in all; 
while, in tho wholo United States, 168,283 
died under fivo years of ago. It must be 
remembered that, although Massachusetts 
has but one-third tho population of New 
York, yot her population is the most dense- 
ly packed of any State, and is engaged in 
sendentary and unhealthy pursuits.

Interesting Details of tbc Expedition 


by One who took Fart ill It. 
[Fran tho Cincinnati Tiraoj, March 11 ] 


From Adjutant A. G. Phillips of tho 32d 


0. V. I., who arrived yesterday from Vicks 
burg, and who was with the Sherman Ex 
pedition, wo have obtained some interest- 
ing details of that famous raid : 


The expedition consisted of the IGth and 


17th Army Corps under Generals Hurlbui 
and MuPherson. It contained '21,000 in- 
fantry, 1,200 cavalry, and about 40 piece; 
of artillery, with a train of 800 wagons. 
The expedition left Vicksburg on tho 3d ol 
February with twenty days' rations. The 
men knew nothing oi tho object of the ex- 
pedition. They Hkirinished with tho ene- 
my on tho 4th on Champion Hill. On the 
5th, the 2d brigade of tho 3d division 17th 
Army Corps, under Col. Potts, came up 
with Wirt Adams' cavalry nt Bear Crook, 
nix miles \yost of Clinton, and u fight be- 
gan at sunrise. 


^The'rebols had 1,200 cavalry and four 
pieces "of artillery. Tho enemy was driven 
twenty-three miles. The brigade lost thir- 
ty killed and. wounded. Tlio llebels re- 
ported that tho enemy lost 150 killed and 
wounded. After driving tho enemy 23 
miles, our forces marcheu 10 miles in line 
if battle, and occupied Juokhoii Miss., on 
tho night of the 5th. 
The enemy was 


driven across tho Poarl llivor and their 
pontoons scoured. After that fight thcro 
was nothing but cavalry skirmishing du- 
ring tho rest of the route, 


On tho march from Jackson to Meridian 


;ho railroad wns destroyed to such an ox- 
tent that months will bo required to rebuild 
t. Ties and rails wero piled up together, 
und as the tics burned, tho rails being 
icated, would bend so as to bo rendered 


The entire country through which tho 


expedition passed was desolated, scarcely 


vostngo ot a house,' barn or fcnco being 
eft behind. Brigade commanders wero 
ustructcd to burn all unoccupied houses, 
nit the scldiern wcto not 
^ cry particular 


vhcther tho houses were occupied or 
not. 


At Morton, about thirty-six miles from 


Tackson, Loring'.s and French's Divisions 
>f Polk's Corps were in the lino of battle 
or two days, but on the approach of our 
adyanco thoy retreated. 
They claimed 


hat they were ordered to Mobilu to defend 
hat city from an anticipated attack. Ono 
mndred and fifty Rubol soldiers werocap- 
urcd at Morton. 
\t Decatur tho supply train of tho 19th 


Lrmy Corns was attacked by aomo of Ad- 
ma' Cavalry, and 26 mules shot. 
Two 


lobcla wcro killed. 


Tho report that tho expedition was op- 


posed at Chunky Rivor ia untrue. Our 
orecs reached Meridian (which is 150 
tiles from Viuksburg and 135 miles from 
Mobile) on tho 19th of February. Polk 
vacuatcdtho place half au hour bcforu 
ur advance arrived. 


Meridian is the junction of the Mobilo 
ml Ohio and tho Jackson nnd Charleston 
liulroads. It is a nlaco of only 300 or 
00 inhabitants. Sherman remained thoro 
.vc days. 


All tho supplies necessary for tho army 


rcro obtained except bread. , MillHt\oro 
iut in limiting order and corn ground for 
lie troops. In this, manner, threo days' 
ical rations were obtained. For four days 
lie troops lived on parched corn, as a broad 
ation. The best kind of ham nnd slioul- 
er was obtained thcro in large quantities. 
At Meridian tho 10th army corps was 


>rdercd to destroy tho railroad north and 
ast, and tho 17th army corps west and 
outh, which they did most effectually. 


Gen. Sherman issued a congratulatory 
rder to tho troops before leaving Meridi- 
an, in which ho said tho object of tho ox- 
leditipn (the destruction of tho railroads) 
vas most effectually accomplished. 


In returning, tho troops came back as 


ar as Hillsborough, fifty-six mites, on tho 
onto they went down on, and then struck 
H" to tho right in the direction of Canton. 
i.'hey crossed the Poarl River at RadolifFs 
ferry, twelve miles east of Canton. At 
an ton tho troops waited four days to hear 
rom Smith's cavalry expedition, which ex- 
)cctcd to join Sherman at Meridian, but 
ailed to do so, It was reported at Canton 
hat Smith had lost 2,000 men and all his 
artillery. There was much anxiety felt 
vith regard to him. Gen. Sherman left 
ho forces at Canton on tho 27th for Vicks- 
nirp,whore ho arrived on tho 28th, and 
sailed tho Hnmo evening for Now Orleans, 
fho expedition was then in command of 
Jen. llurlbut. 


After remaining at Canton four days tho 


troops left for Vicksburg. Tho rear guard 
was attacked nt'Canton by tho rebels, who 
were driven off by cavalry. Tho rear was 
mrrasscd until it crossed Bocheta Creek, 
23 miles from Black River. Tho oxpedi- 
;ion 
reached Vicksburg on tho 4tn of 


March, without tho loos of a wagon or oth- 
3r go\ eminent property, except tho 26 
mules shot, by tho rebels. They brought 
n 400 prisoners, 250 of whom will take 
;he oath and como North; 6,000 blacks, 
of whom 900 will be added to tho force at 
Vicksburg; 500 captured horses and mules; 
two pieces of artillery, and 500 white refu- 
ccs. 
Tho people whom the troops saw on the 


routo all expressed themselves tired of tho 
war, and expressed tho wish that it was 
over. They made- no oxpiession of prefer- 
ence for tho Union or the confederacy. 


The soldiers have every confidence in 


Sherman, and liko his plan of making war, 
which is to " hurt the enemy." 


Tho expedition from Vicksburg up the 


Red River to Alexandria hns been aban- 
doned for the present.

burg, who was in tho recent fight at Ya- 
zoo City, wo learn some further particu- 
lars concerning it. The fight wa^ one of 
tho best contested aud most desperate of 
tho war. 


The Union force consisted of tho llth 


Illinois, Col. Schoficld, C'ol. Coatcs' Sth 
Louisiana, (colored,Vand 200 of tho 1st 
Miss.'cavalry, Col. Ml. Osband, (colored.) 
The enemy had- eight regiments, under 
command of Kosa and Richardson. The 
ijghtcoininenccd at 8 a. in., and lasted 
nearly till dark, when tho enemy rptircd. 
Three hundred of'tho lltk Illinois wore 
surrounded in a small fort of. tho bluff out- 
side the town.. A storm of shot and aholl 
'wero poured upon them'all day, when a 
suhfinoiis was bent to theni iojsurfendo'r. 
They replied that they didn't know what 
surrender meant. Tho remainder of the 
Union force was in town, •where thoy 


mot by tlie enemy, who had gained cover of 
some of the buildings. The contest raged 
for three hours, when tho enemy retired. 


Two gunboats were in the rfver, but 


could render but little assistance. The 
colored soldiers fought bravely, and some- 
times with dosperaticn. The llth Illinois 
lost 25—none of whom were killed. Among 
them a Lieutenant whoso name vrc could 
not learn. 


The 8th Louisiana lost nearly o_no hun- 


dred in killed, wounded and missing. The 
1st Mississippi cavalry lost two lieutenants 
and Rcvernl men.

Mortality In New York. 


From an article under tho above caption 


in the New York Tribune, \ve make the 
following statistical extract, which'will-be 
read with interest: 


" The total number of deaths in New 


York—meaning Manhattan Island only— 
during the last"ten years was 225,416," an 
average per year of 22,541, and per week 
of 414,05. The year of greatest mortality 
was 1S54, when the deaths were 20,053 ; 
the least mortality was in 1S50, being 20,- 
202. 'In 1SG3 it"was 25,190. In the sum- 
mer of 1S58 tho average weekly mortality 
was, in June, 307,77 ; in July aud August, 
036,22 each. Last year in June the week- 
ly average was 3!10,44; in July, 590 ; in Au- 
gust, 759,33. Of children under oue year of 
age, 05,480 have died in ten years—a ycarl v 
average of 0,548, and a weekly of 100,70". 
The smallest number was 5,7i!0, in 1S02; 
the largest 7,551, in 1S54, when cholera in- 
funtum prevailed. Last year, it was 0,118. 
In the Summer of 1858, 134.7.5 .died 
weekly in June, 289,33 in July, and 2SO,- 
R5 in August. It 1SG3,100 died weekly in 
June, 213,11 in July, and 228,00 in Au- 
gust. In 1854, 550 deaths took place in 
August; in 1803. 540 in July, and 094 iu 
August. In 1800, out of 81,274 deaths in 
the United States under one year of age, 
0,087 were in New York alone. In the 
State of Massachusetts, there wore, in 
1800, 7,710 deaths of children under.jfivo 
vears of ago, and 21,304 in all; iu this 
State, 18,900 under five, and 40,881 in all; 
while, iu tho whole United Sratos, 168,285 
died under five years of ago. It must be 
remembered that, although Massachusetts 
1ms but one-third the population of New 
York, yet her population is the most dense- 
ly packed of auy State, and is engaged in 
sendentary and unhealthy pursuits."

From Adjutant A. G. Phillips of the 32d 


0. V. I., who arrived yesterday from Vicks- 
burg; and who.was with-the-.Sherman Ex- 
pedition, wo have" obtained some interest- 
ing details of that famous raid : 


The expedition consisted of the 10th and 


17th Army Corps under Generals Hiirlbut 
and McPherson. It contained '21,000 in- 
fantry, 1,200 cavalry, and about 40 pieces 
of artillery, with :a train' of 800 wagons. 
The expedition left Vicksburgon tho 3d of 
February with twenty, days' rations. The 
men knew nothing of the object of the ex- 
pedition. They skirmished witli tho ene- 
my on the 4th on Champion Hill. On tho 
5th, the 2d brigade of the 3d division 17th 
Army Corps, under Col. Potts, • came -up 
with Wirt Adams' cavalry at Bear Creek, 
six miles west of Clinton, and a fight be- 
gan at sunrise

left behind. Brigade 'commanders were 
instructed to burn all unoccupied houses, 
but the soldiers were not very particular 
whether the . houses were occupied or 
not. 


At Morton, about thirty-six miles from 


Jackson, Loring's and French's Divisions 
of Folk's Corps were in the lina of battle 
for two days, but on the approach .of our 
advance they "retreated. 
They claimed 


that they wore ordered to Mobile to defend 
that city from an anticipated attack. One 
hundred and fifty Rebel soldiers were cap- 
tured at Morton.

The best kind of ham and shoul- 
der was obtained there in large quantities. 


At Meridian thu IGth army corps was 


ordered to destroy the railroad north aud 
east, and the 17th army corps west and 
south, which they did most effectually. 


Gen. 
Sherman issued a congratulatory 


order to the troops before leaving Meridi- 
an, in which ho said tho object of the ex- 
pedition, (the .destruction of-the railroads) 
ivas most effectually accomplished. 


In returning, the troops came back as 


far as Hillsborougb, fifty-sis miles, on tho 
route they went down on, and then struck 
off to the right in the direction of Canton. 
They crossed the Pearl River at Radcliff s 
Ferry, twelve miles east of Canton. At 
Canton the troops waited four days to hear 
from Smith's cavalry expedition, which ex- 
pected to join Sherman at Meridian, but 
failed to do so, It was reported at Canton 
that Smith had lost 2,000 men and all his 
artillery. There was much, anxiety felt 
with regard "to him. Gen. Sherman left 
the forces at Canton on the 27th for Vicks- 
burg. where he arrived on the 28th, and 
sailed the same evening for New Orleans. 
The expedition was then in command of 
Gen, Hurlbut, 


After remaining at Canton four days the 


troops left for Alcksburg. The rear guard 
was attacked at'Canton bythe rebels, who" 
were driven off by cavalry. The rear was 
harrasscd until it crossed Bocheta Creek, 
23 miles from Black lliver. The expedi- 
tion reached Vicksburg on tho 4th of 
March, without the loos of a wagon or oth- 
er government property, except the 20 
mules shot, by the rebels. They brought 
in 400 prisoners, 250 of whom will take 
the oath and come North; 0,000 blacks, 
of whom 900 will be added to the force at 
Vicksburg; 500 captured horses and mules;-
